gold. Mri Dunning, in purchasing the 
assets, becomes liable lor all its liabilities, 
outstanding circulation, etc., and gave 
bonds lor their full payment. After the 
business of Ihc meeting had been disposed 
of, brief speeches were made1 by several of 
lie old stockholders, expressing regret at 
.viuding dp the bank, and thanking Col. 
banning for the ability and- discretion 
shown by liim in its management. Col. 
Donning responded in a feeling manner, 
and thus closed the last meeting of the 
stockholders of the Farmers' National 
Bank of Bangor.
